Robert Holden, of 24 Gate lane, 
Levittown, had asked the group 
why there were no kindergartens 
in t h e township. 
“You 
knew 
Levittown was coming and what 
to expect more than five year* 
ago but haven’t done anything 
about it. Some members were re­ 
cently elected on a platform that 
they would do something about 
kindergartens, but haven't done 
anything.” 


Mr. Young said that last year 
a complete survey was made by 
a group of residents with the co­ 
operation of Parent Teachers As­ 
sociations and it was found kin­ 
dergarten were not feasible. The 
main rcsason there were no kin­ 
dergartens. he said. was that the 
township didn’t have the room 
and couldn’t afford it.

recent wet weather has 
changed a never too sturdy road 
into a slosh of rolling black top. 
State workers have been try­ 
ing to resurface the road. lately 
but the results are far from con­ 
clusive. 
No Results 
Residents of the t o w n s h i p , 
guided by the Makefield Civic as­ 
sociation have been complaining 
of the horrible condition of the 
road for many months without 
results. 
The township supervisors have 
contacted the 
s t a t e highway 
people but all the state promises, 
according to township officials, 
is, “We’ll take care of it.” 
The road runs almost through 
the

of

township. Conditions are at their 
very worst where the road inter­ 
sects the Delaware canal. 


Canal Overflows 


A good rain causes the banks 
of the canal to overflow onto the 
road. Instead of the water run­ 
ning off into drainage lines, it 
sits in deep gullies along 
the 
edges.

tion, said the worst-hit area is a- 
round Ivy lane and Manor lane 
in Penn Valley Manor. 
“The State has promised re­ 
lief. So far we haven’t seen any 
of it,” Mr. Hoffmeister said. 
Not Smooth 
Black Rock road is a series of 
bumps and bounces from its be­ 
ginning off the Morris Ville-Yard­ 
ley road to its end at the Dela­ 
ware River. 
The contour of the road nor­ 
m ally follows the geography of 
the land, rolling up and down for 
its entire distance.

With the additional burden of 
water cutting the black top from 
the base of the road, Black Rock 
road is a roller coaster deluxe.

He gave no details of the ring’s 
operation. 
He said the govern­ 
ment would move in "soon.’’ 


Anslinger said the government 
planned to use a new legal weap­ 
on the breaking the ring—a clause 
in the 1956 Narcotics Act grant 
ing immunity to state’s witnesses. 
He said the government’s case 
will be presented io-a-grand jury. 


He also told the lawmakers he 
needs more agents because ifs 
becoming more difficult to ferret 
out narcotics peddlers.

He said peddlers “have become 
extremely cautious in their oper­ 
ations” because of stiffer new’ 
penalties for law violations. 


As a result, Anslinger said, his 
agents have to spend more time

He gave this as one rea­ 
son for asking mone& to hire 18 
more agents next year.
